Editor: “Albany Times: 

Alice F. Sturgis, “world’s 
greatest living parliamentarian,” 
gave her opinion on the actions 
leading up tomy resignation 
from the presidency of the Al- 
bany Homeowners and Taxpay- 
ers Association. (1 resigned in 
protest stating that voting by 
mail was illegal since it was not 
provided for in the constitution 
or by-laws of the organization.) 

When contacted, Mrs. Sturgis, 
the famous American Bar Asso- 
ciation Parliamentarian para- 
phrased from one of her own 
books, “Sturgis Code of Parlia- 
mentary Proceedure,” saying, 
“voting by mail must always be 
prohibited unless it is specifically 
provided for in the organization's 
constitution or by-laws. If such a 
motion is made, the chair has no 
alternative but to rule it out of 
order. The chair cannot accept 
such a motion even upon a 
unanimous vote.” This decision 
definitely negates the quoted 23 
to 4 majority vote. 

We have. recently celebrated 
Law Day in this nation and city. 
I feel it incumbent upon the Al- 
bany~ Homeowners and Taxpay- 
ers Assn., which purports to be 
a democratic organization, that 
they abide by their own laws and 
that law which governs truly 
democratic organizations, com- 
monly known as parliamentary 
law.
